Honor Code not outdated, 
President Hinckley says

The BYU Honor Code is “neither 
new nor out of date,” President 
Gordon B. Hinckley told-students and 
staff Tuesday morning. 

President Hinckley, first counselor 
in the First Presidency of The Church 
of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints, 
discussed five elements of the Honor 
Code and reminded members of the 
BYU community of their responsibili- 
ties to keep the code. : 

In ancient Greece, young men 
reaching the age of 17 took an oath. of 
honor vowing to never bring disgrace 
on the city, President Hinckley said. 


Similar oaths are made by govern- 


ment officials, people entering mar- 
riage and citizens saluting the flag: 

“Codes and covenants are old as 
time and contemporary as marriage,” 
President Hinckley said. 

The Honor Code of BYU did not 
begin with faculty, administration or 
Church officials, President Hinckley 
said. It began with a group of students 
committed to making the BYU cam- 
pus a place of principle. 

BYU offers a first-class secular edu- 


cation with religious instruction, 


President Hinckley said. 

“There are five elements of the 
Honor Code,” President Hinckley 
said, “these values have always been 
taught here.” 

Honesty is the first element, 
President Hinckley said. Quoting 
Walter Lippman, he said, “A genuine 
craftsman will not adulterate his prod- 
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Of the Ten Commandments, the last 
five deal with honesty, President 
Hinckley said. Stealing life, chastity 
and possessions; lying and coveting 
are violations of honesty. 

President Hinckley related a story 
told by a graduate student who said 
his professor assigned “A” students to 


- work with struggling students. The 


result was the struggling students suc- 
ceeded and the “A” students received 
the blessings of developing charity as 
they served.. 

Everyone at BYU knows what is 
expected regarding purity, President 
Hinckley said. The portion of the 
Honor Code addressing purity is 
based on the Lord’s law of chastity. 

“Tn an era of sloppy dress and slop- 
py manners, with provocative dress 


habits,” President Hinckley said, “we | 


play by the rules.” 

“We ‘subscribe to the belief that 
‘cleanliness is next to godliness,’” 
President Hinckley said. “We desire 
neither silks nor rags,” but dress and 
grooming that reflects our beliefs. 

The final element is commitment, 
President Hinckley said. Students 


- should enter BYU'‘with a singleness 


of purpose. 

“We ‘enter to learn, go forth to 
serve,” President Hinckley said. “I 
thank you for your commitment.”

While BYU students question the 
Honor Code, codes of honor are not 
unusual for colleges across the nation 
and often are more strict than BYU’s. 

Applicants for Ricks College, for 
example, must write an essay on the 
code of honor and its importance. 

“T think that BYU and Ricks have 
the right to ask us as Latter-day Saints 
to be honorable people at a Church 
school,” said Kahoku Soon, a public 
relations major at BYU who recently 
graduated from Ricks College. 

Both schools require students to 
abide by these rules so that the school 
can “provide an atmosphere consistent 


with the ideals and principles of The — 


Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day 
Saints,” according to a BYU pamphlet 
on the Honor Code. 

“If you’re not going to follow the 
tules, if it’s too hard to ask you to fol- 
low the standards of.the Church, I 
think you should go somewhere else 
to go to school,” Soon said. 

While students agree with the Honor 
Code and the standards behind it, they 
often try to push its limits. 

“T think that if a student signed it, 
they should obey it and not try to beat 


the system,” said Chris Provost, a . 


junior at BYU majoring in communi- 
cation studies. “However, I think it’s 


kind of silly that it’s harder for me to | 
try to take a test in the testing center | 


than it is to get a temple recommend.”. 
The Honor Code should be more 
focused on integrity than what a per- 
son is wearing or whether a person 
shaved that morning, Provost said.

Earlier, Superior Court Judge Lance Ito handed the prosecution a major victo- 
ry in refusing to throw out DNA tests on a bloody glove found at the crime 
scene and other key evidence. 

After sending the prospective jurors home until Thursday, Ito sent his clerk 
out to buy a copy of “Nicole Brown Simpson: The Private Diary of a Life 
Interrupted,” which was released Monday and co-written by Faye Resnick, a 
friend of Ms. Simpson’s. 

The book portrays Simpson as stalking his ex-wife and threatening to kill her 
if she ever slept with another man. 

“Something has been brought to my attention regarding this case,” Ito told the 
Prospective jurors, “and it may impact how we go about selecting a jury in this 
case.” 

Judge Ito has said he is reluctant to sequester the jurors but would do so if he 
thought publicity would affect them. 

Simpson, 47, is accused of the June 12 murders of Ms. Simpson and her 
friend Ronald Goldman.

Outdoors, where it is diluted to low 
concentrations in the air, radon poses 
significantly less risk than indoors. 
Normal pressure differences between 
the house and the soil can create a 
slight vacuum in a home, which can 
draw radon gas from the soil into the 
building, an American Lung 
Association pamphlet says. 

When buildings are constructed, the 
radium in the soil can decay and 
transform into radon gas. This gas 
enters homes where it can concentrate 
if ventilation does not exist, said Dane 
Finerfrock, section manager of the 
Utah Division of Radiation Control. 

Radon enters the home through 


cracks in concrete floors and walls,_ 


floor drains, sump pumps, construc- 
tion joints and tiny cracks or pores in 
hollow-block: walls, and is generally 
higher in basements and ground 
floors. 

Radon entering the home through 
water, however, poses a small source 
of risk, according to the American 
Lung pamphlet. 

When building a home, it’s not pos- 
sible to know how much of a radon 
risk might exist. In the past, the poor- 
er the build of the home, the better the 
ventilation; which clears radon out. 
Now, the construction of homes 
has improved and tighter seals keep 
the air out, said Wayne Davis, execu- 
tive director of Utah’s American Lung 
Association. 

“Better built buildings increase the 
risk of radon,” he said. “One solution 
is another problem.”

tion Sept. 23, declaring it would work 
with the appropriate private and pub- 
lic agencies to establish education 
programs designed to enhance the 
public awareness of radon hazards 
and radon testing and mitigation pro- 
cedures, especially with the additional 
hazards of radon with smoking. 

Currently, no programs exist. 

Ten school districts have already 
tested their schools for radon, and 
Governor Leavitt said, “All school 
districts by the year 2000 will have 
participated in radon testing pro- 
grams.” 

Smoking and radon can jointly 
cause an even higher risk of lung can- 
cer. 

“It’s usually one and one equals 
two,” Finerfrock said. “The effects of

The idea behind having R’A. s at 
Ricks is a noble idea, but the way it is 
implemented right now doesn’t have a 
lot of effect, said John Nichols, a 
transfer student to BYU from Ricks. 

“T had one R.A. my first year and I 
think he came by twice the entire 
year,” Nichols said. “He was fired by 
the end of the year. My R.A. the sec- 
ond year was much better. He didn’t 
want to have to turn them in or cause 
problems, but his conscience would 
force him to if he saw them breaking 
the rules. I think it is good at times to 
give people a chance to change.” 

At Ricks College there are loopholes 
just like at BYU, Soon said.. 

“IT know people at Ricks who went 
to school with long hair,’ Soon said. 
“Tt just depends on teachers and who- 
ever is there to enforce it.” 

Enforcement sometimes depends on 
who the student is, or the enforcers’ 
fear that if something is said, the stu- 
dent might fall away from the Church, 
Soon. said. 

“People don’t realize that when stu- 
dents get away with breaking the 
honor code, it becomes easier to ratio- 
nalize other sins such as breaking the 
commandments,” Soon said. “The 
Honor Code helps to remind us who 
we are and what we represent.” 

The U.S. Military Academy 
enforces rules even stricter than Ricks 
College. At West Point, students are 
taught to turn in a dime found on the 
sidewalk and to document ideas even 
inspired by someone else. The tolera- 
tion of someone else breaking -the 
honor. code is a violation, said Chris 
Stock, a sophomore from Boulder, 
Colo., who attended West Point. 

“Anytime you were in the public 
view on or off campus, you had to 
remember that you represented West 
Point,” Stock said. “If you didn’t 
shave even during Christmas break, 
you would receive disciplinary action. 
It was even to the point that if a 
teacher said pencils down, they go 
down right then, or it is an honor vio- 
lation.” 

The same is true of other military 
schools. The honor code at the Air 
Force Academy is considered a mini- 
mum standard, Cadet Daren Olmsted 
from Hillsboro, Oregon said. 

The code of honor is enforced by 
the cadets. The cadets sit on the honor 
board and judge violations, Olmsted 
added. 

“Tt’s very self-governing,’ Olmsted 
said. “If we witness an act that goes 
against the honor code we are com- 
mitted to turn them in or we are also 
guilty. I have received harassment for 
not protecting a buddy, but it’s a 
choice I have to-make.” 

There are many positive aspects to 
having such a strict honor code, 
Olmsted said. Rooms are not locked 
and people trust each other. In this 


‘environment, Olmsted said he feels 


like he was treated as an adult. 
“T have learned many lessons. about 
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the two together add up to much more 
than that.” 

Cigarette smoke was designated as a 
cancer agent more dangerous than 
arsenic or radon; it causes 3,000 lung 
cancer deaths annually in adults and 
as many as 300,000 cases of bronchi- 
tis and pneumonia in children, stated 
an EPA report issued by the U.S.

making correct moral decisions,” 
Olmsted said. “I’ve proved to myself 
that I can actually make correct deci- 
sions without someone’s life being on 
the line.” 

“At Notre Dame the honor code is 
not enforced as strictly; however, stu- 
dents seem to be committed to the 
standards upheld by the school, said 
Dennis Moore, director of public rela- 
tions and information. 

The honor code at Notre Dame has 
separated academic life from a con- 
duct code with general student regula- 
tions, Moore said. There has been dis- 
cussion about its effectiveness, yet 
there is agreement that it is necessary. 

“T don’t feel like I have someone 
over my shoulder constantly watching 
me,’ said Matthew Urbanski, a junior 
at Notre Dame. majoring in marketing. 
“It leaves the job of proctoring the 
exam up to the students, and if we see 
anyone cheating it is up to us to turn 
them in.” 

Schools such as Arizona State 
University have an honor code, but it 
is rarely enforced, said Becky Morley, 
a BYU sophomore from Waco, Texas, 
who attended ASU as a freshman. 

“As far as a dress code, there was 
none,’ Morley said. “People could 
wear whatever they wanted and often 
did. There were rules against having 
drugs, but they were not enforced.

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_ Arafat is deserving 
- of Nobel Peace Prize 


The 1994 Nobel Peace Prize was announced Friday to PLO leader Yasser Arafat, Israeli 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin and Foreign Minister Shimon Peres with the usual ceremony, 
but the announcement prompted an unusual response from the international community — 
mostly a response of condemnation. Some in the Israeli community called the award to Arafat 
“a farce” and “shameful.” One member of the awarding committee even resigned as a protest 


to the inclusion of Arafat. 


The controversy is well understood. Most of Arafat’s life has been filled with the determina- 
tion of gaining a permanent homeland for his people, but often by dubious methods. In 1959 
he helped organize al-Fatah, the largest of the Palestinian guerrilla units. He was elected 
chairman of the Palestinian Liberation Organization in 1969. While Arafat was chairman dur- 
ing the 1970s, the PLO became notorious for its terrorist activities — most notably the killing 
of Israeli athletes during the Munich Olympics in 1972 by the PLO affiliate Black September. 

Also under Arafat’s leadership, however, the PLO gained important international credibility 
and worked toward the betterment of Palestinians. The organization became officially recog- 
nized by many nations. Arafat had the honor of addressing the U.N. General Assembly in 
1974 and unified the various factions of the PLO in 1987. 

As the PLO became a more credible organization, Arafat recognized the need to become 
more sophisticated. In 1988, Arafat affirmed the “right of all parties concerned in.the Middle 
East conflict to exist in peace and security, including the state of Palestine, Israel and their 
neighbors.” He also renounced all forms of terrorism at that time, hoping these measures 


would advance his ideals. 


When the now-famous handshake occurred last September on the White House lawn 
between Arafat and a then-reluctant Rabin, Arafat appeared to have set aside his previous ter- 
rorist tactics and donned the role of politician. Like other activists-turned-politicians before 
him, he then faced the arduous task of reconciling his former peers with his former enemies 
using the diplomatic delicacy of modern politics. 

An ironic twist was added to the fracas Friday when 19-year-old Nachshon Waxman, a dual 
U.S.-Israeli citizen and an Israeli soldier, died at the hands of extremist Hamas militants when 
Israeli commandos stormed the hideout where he was being held. 

Arafat was enraged by the attack, which he called a direct challenge to his Palestinian lead- 
ership. PLO security officials said Arafat ordered Palestinian police to arrest 300 Islamic mili- 
tants and mount an intensive search for the soldier in response to Hamas’ actions. Arafat 
wanted to show he had control over the areas under Palestinian rule and that he could contain 
his own extremists. Waxman’s death reminded the world that peace in the Middle East is-as 


yet an unfulfilled dream. 


The Nobel Peace Prize has often been awarded to those who are still searching for peace. 


- Last year’s award was given to Nelson Mandela and F.W. De Klerk, who made great strides 


in their quest for peace but still struggle with violent setbacks. 

When-this year’s committee awarded the prize, it urged the recipients to use the award as 
“encouragement to all Israelis and Palestinians who are endeavoring to establish lasting peace 
in the region.” Whether this year’s Nobel Peace Prize will act as a catalyst for peace in the 
Middle East remains to be seen. Arafat’s past cannot be ignored, but neither can it be changed. 
He should be recognized for his attempts at reconciliation as long as he continues to make an 


effort: 


Arafat, along with Rabin and Peres, should continue working toward lasting peace in the 
region and not bow to internal factions that want to derail the process. If the three men have 
made an effort to work together to bring stability to the Middle East, they should be rewarded 


for their efforts and encouraged to persevere.

said Ronald A. Bybee, academic 
scheduling officer. 

Touch-tone telephone registration, 
which BYU officials developed, was 
implemented gradually while mail-in 
forms were also used, Childs said. 

“Even in the ‘80s there were still a 
lot of telephones that were not touch- 
tone,” he said. 

Overall, students seemed to like the 
change in registration procedures, he 
said. 

After students had experienced this 
new system for a few, semesters, 
Childs surveyed many and learned 
that 99.2 percent of students thought 
the registration instructions were easy 
to understand and 87 percent had easy 
access to touch-tone telephones. 

“The bottom line was that students 
liked it,’ Childs said. “It wasn’t diffi- 
cult. It was a good idea that we 
invented it.” 

Students especially liked the control 
and the immediate response the tele- 
phone system gave them, Childs said. 

With mail-in forms students did not 
know their schedules until several 
months after sending requests and 
could only hope to make changes 
with add/drop cards. But the interac- 
tive telephone set-up gave confirma- 


tion within seconds and allowed ° 


changes by phone anytime within a 
period of more than four months, 
Childs said. 

Though some policy changes and 
added features have come to the tele- 
phone system in the past 10 years, 
there have been no major registration 
changes since 1984, Childs said. 

“The initial system — the core of it 
— is intact,’ Childs said. 

Originally, students had to pay a $50 


nonrefundable tuition deposit before _ 


they could begin telephone registra- 
tion, he said. This down payment was 
not returned to students who decided 
not to attend BYU because adminis- 
trators did not want people reserving 
class seats if they weren’t going to 
use them. 

Then priority was based on credit 
hours completed instead of the tuition 
deposit, Childs said. 

Other additions in the last few years 
are grade access and the ability to 
apply for and check on scholarships 
and financial aid, he said. 

The raincheck feature and the ability 
to hear a list of sections with open 
seats are also relatively new, Bybee 
said. 

Add/drop cards, implemented with 
the mail-in forms, have not been 
phased out though because they give 
departments needed control, Childs 
said. 

Some teachers like to allow students 
to add their classes even if the com- 
puter says the class is full, an option 
only available through add/drop cards. 

“We really would like to eliminate 
the use of cards,” Childs said.

BYU registration among

When comparing BYU’s registration 
system to other schools, BYU appears 
to come out ahead in convenience and 
timeliness. 

Out of the schools investigated, 
three had touch-tone registration, 
while one employed a unique shop- 
ping method and another had registra- 
tion lines set-up in their gymnasium 
the week prior to classes. : 

The unique shopping method of reg- 


_ istration is used at Harvard University 


in Cambridge, Mass. 

“Students are given a seven to eight 
day shopping period to shop courses 
and then they file their registration 
card,” said Stephen Kane, Associate 
Registrar with Harvard. 

Usually the students are given any 
class they request because Harvard 
tries to place very few limits or caps 
on most of their classes, Kane said. 
However, a few popular courses are 
registered for by lottery. After shop- 
ping for classes and turning in their 
registration card, students have four 
weeks to add or drop classes. 

“Students like shopping for classes,” 
Kane said. “It allows them to speak to 
the professor. Some might think it 
rude to walk in and out while the pro- 
fessor is lecturing, but we encourage 
them to do so.” 

A university that has an enrollment 
similar in size to that of BYU is the 
University of Florida in Gainesville, 
Fla. Despite its large size, about 
26,780 undergraduate students, the 
university has no touch-tone registra- 
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The world’s largest student and youth travel organization.

Registration begins in the gym the 
week before classes start. Students fill 
in bubbles in a computer sheet to 
select classes and then take them to 
computer terminals located in the 
gym. Unfortunately, there are very 
long lines, said Cyrina Bullard, who 
recently graduated from _ the 
University of Florida with a doctorate 
in pharmacology. 

“With almost 30,000 students, you’d 
think they could. come up with some- 
thing better than that. It is archaic,” 
Bullard said. 

Priority is given to upperclassmen 
and those in graduate programs. 
Students have one week after classes 
start to add or drop classes. 

Two schools that had similar regis- 
tration systems to BYU are San Diego 
State University and the University of 
Nevada at Las Vegas. Both had touch- 
tone phone registration systems, and 
while UNLV has.a priority registra- 
tion structure like BYU, San Diego 
State University had asmuch different 
priority structure. 

There is a priority given to foreign 
and disabled students and athletes, 
said Debora Mitchell, admissions rep- 
resentative at San Diego State 
University. Then priority is giyen to 
freshmen, graduate students, seniors, 
juniors and sophomores, in that order. 

Although both schools have touch- 
tone phone registration, both begin 
registration later than BYU. San 
Diego State University begins Dec. 30 
for classes that start Jan. 20, while 
UNLV begins in November for class- 
es that start in January.

“It seems like the tradition skipped a 
year,’ freshman Shannon Donovan 
said Tuesday. 

“I think the whole thing is nobody 
knows what’s wrong,” junior William 
Lajoie said.

Incumbent senator reticent

NORFOLK, Va. — Welcome to 


Howard Copeland’s annual oyster - 


roast, a gathering of local Democrats 
three weeks before Election Day. Sen. 
Charles Robb, the guest of honor, 
thanks his host for the invitation, mar- 
vels at the weather and makes a half- 
hearted stab at humor. But what is 
notable is what he doesn’t say. 

Robb never mentions GOP rival 
Oliver North, or independent candi- 
date Marshall Coleman: Or education 
or welfare.reform or deficit reduction 
or protecting the military bases near 
here. He never even asks for support. 

The closest he comes to asking for 
votes is to say “I hope you remember 
Nov. 8 is a very special day.” 

But for oyster roast guest Steve 
Dembitsky, the “special” part might 
be voting for a Republican, something 
he’s never done before. North, in 
Dembitsky’s view, “would shake up 
those Beltway politicians.” 

A lifelong Democrat, Dembitsky 
says he supported Robb for governor 
in 1981 and senator in 1988, and was 
pretty sure then that the man would be 
president one day. “But he hasn’t real- 
ly done much while he’s been up 
there,’ Dembitsky says. 

Even Dan Capps, who supports 
Robb, is stumped when asked why. “I 
don’t think he has done anything bad 
for us yet,’ Capps finally offers. 

It wasn’t supposed to be like this. 
This is the same Chuck Robb, after 
all, who was a Marine White House 
aide and married Lyndon Johnson’s 
daughter, saw combat duty in Vietnam 
and methodically climbed a political 
ladder that many believed would 
bring him back to the White House. 

But this race isn’t about who Chuck 
Robb ‘was. Since his victory in 1988 
— with 71 percent of the vote — 
Robb has been dogged by controver- 
sy. First, there were reports he attend- 
ed drug parties while governor. Then 
a beauty queen’s allegation of an 
affair, and memos from aides who 
said Robb had relationships with sev- 
eral women.

Robb was called 
before the grand jury, though it 
declined toindict him. 

It complicates things that, in North, 
Robb has an opponent who is charis- 
matic and controversial.

WASHINGTON — Reversing the 


maxim that incumbents enjoy huge 
spending advantages, Republican 
challengers have at least as much and 
soimetimes more money than their 
Democratic opponents for the final 
weeks of some of the nation’s most 
important Senate races, records show. 

And in races for open seats, the 
Democrats aren’t faring any better, 
aceording to the latest campaign 
spending reports filed with the 
Federal Election Commission. 

Whether it is Oliver North’s quest 
for a Senate seat in Virginia, Rick 
Santorum’s effort to unseat Harris 
Wofford in Pennsylvania, or Michael 
Huffington’s battle against Democrat 
Dianne Feinstein in California, GOP 
challengers are in far better shape 
financially than their predecessors in 
recent elections. 
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Challengers raise most funds in Senate races 


“The challengers have an unusual 
amount of money, and incumbents are 
unusually vulnerable, and the combi- 
nation of those two things makes this 
year different from anything we’ve 
seen in the past,” said Larry 
Makinson, an analyst at the Center for 
Responsive Politics, which studies 
campaign spending. “This could spell 
the end of a lot of careers.” 

Sen. Charles Robb, D-Va., has 
raised just over $4 million since the 
election cycle began in January, 1993. 

That figure is dwarfed by the $15.1 
million raised by challenger Oliver 
North. 

In Pennsylvania, Wofford, who won 
a special election in 1991 after mak- 
ing health care reform the centerpiece 
of his campaign, had raised just 
$2,300 more than Sdntorum, his 
Republican challenger, by Sept. 30. 

And while Wofford had $2 million 
left to spend with a month to go, com- 


pared with $1 million for Santorum, 
the GOP challenger raised a healthy 
$2.3 million between July and the end 
of September. 

Feinstein has raised far more money 
than GOP challenger Huffington in 
California. Huffington has spent near- 
ly $17 million of his own fortune in 
his effort to beat her, and is prepared 


to spend more. Feinstein has raised: 


about $9 million. 

Personal wealth could also be a fac- 
tor in Massachusetts, where million- 
aire Republican Mitt Romney has 
already lent himself $2 million and is 
said to be willing to lend another $2 
million or more in the final weeks of 
his effort to deny Edward Kennedy a 
sixth Senate term. That would bring 
him close to Kennedy, who had $2.3 
million to spend in the final month of 
the race. 

In Ohio, one of two key open races, 
Republican Mike DeWine has raised 


North Korea agrees to nuclear halt

WASHINGTON — The U.S.-North 

Korea nuclear deal brings within 
reach a central Clinton administration 
goal of stopping production of nuclear 
weapons. But it leaves unanswered a 
big question: Is North Korea already 
nuclear armed? 
. In hailing the agreement Tuesday, 
President Clinton did not mention 
North Korea’s current nuclear capa- 
bilities, but he said the accord would 
bring an “end to the threat of nuclear 
proliferation on the Korean 
Peninsula.” 

Earlier this year, the administration 
had threatened to push for United 
Nations economic sanctions against 


North Korea to force it to reveal its 
past nuclear activities. Now it is will- 
ing to wait several years to get the 
answer. 

Clinton said the important thing was 
that North Korea would not make 
more weapons and that a U.N. nuclear 
watchdog agency would be allowed to 
verify the ban. Clinton said he was 
sending Robert Gallucci, the chief 


- U.S. negotiator on the deal, back to 


Geneva on Friday to sign the accord, 
which the president said included a 
U.S. agreement to ease restrictions on 
trade with North Korea. 

Clinton also said the United States 
and North Korea would move toward 
establishing liaison offices in each 
other’s capital. 

“This agreement is good for the 


United States, good for our allies and 
good for the safety of the entire 
world,” the president said. 

The CIA believes North Korea prob- 
ably has built and stashed away one or 
two nuclear weapons, which leaves 
the question of whether the Koreans 
would use them or threaten to. Such 
weapons would have little military 
utility, but even one crude bomb could 
be an effective terror weapon. 

Gallucci said no one outside North 
Korea really knows whether that 
country has a nuclear bomb. The 
importance of the new agreement is 
that North Korea has promised not to 
restart its existing nuclear reactor or 
to resume use of a facility that is 
designed to extract plutonium from 
fuel rods used in the reactor, he said. 


Campaign commercials costly to broadcasters

- Upcoming elections mean campaign 
commercials for radio and television, 
but federal laws that ensure fairness to 
candidates may not be fair to broad- 
casting stations. 

“Federal communication law says 
federal candidates, such as congress- 
men, must be provided time on a 
news station at the lowest unit rate 


available, and their challengers must 


be provided similar time at a similar 
cost.. The problem is broadcast sta- 
tions can lose money when high-pay- 
ing advertisers can’t purchase the 
Spots the candidates have. 

- The federal law applies only to fed- 
eral candidates. The law also applies 
to local elections only when one can- 
didate is allowed commercial time. 
Besides losing money, some station 
workers feel political ads aren’t very 
effective. 

“Radio and TV stations, by federal 
law, are required to give time for fed- 
eral candidates, like congressmen, 
senators and presidents,” said Mark 
Lowry, KJZZ TV’s handler of politi- 
cal advertisements. 

But once time is made available for 
one state or local candidate, the law 
réquires the station to set aside an 
equal amount of time or greater to the 
contender, Lowry said. For example, 
when Bill Clinton was running for 
president and appeared on the Arsenio 
Hall show, President George Bush 
could have called all of the stations in 
the country that carried the Arsenio 
Hall show, and demanded time on 
each station, he said. 

“Ifa candidate requests time, the law 
requires the candidate to call the sta-

tion within seven days, Lowry said. 
Other candidates must be given simi- 
lar quality time as well. If a candidate 
spoke during prime time, the con- 
tender also must be given a prime- 
time spot. 

But local candidates might not be so 


' lucky. Newspapers can print more 


pages for ads, said Paul Garner, 
account executive at KT VX, but radio 
and TV stations have a limited 
resource. Because the price for a time 
spot rises with demand, the station 
loses money when a political candi- 
date takes the place of a higher-pay- 
ing spot. 

Because federal and local candidates 
are required to pay the lowest unit 
rate available and local candidate ads 
don’t have to be accepted, local races 
may not be well publicized. 

“You try to be equal with all candi- 
dates,” Garner said. “That’s tough 
sometimes.” 

“We might get $2,000 for a candi- 
date’s ad,” Garner said. “But a movie 
spot might pay $6,000 for spots 
arranged at the last minute. That’s a 
radical example, but it can happen.” 

“We feel obligated to allow local 
candidates to buy time,’ Garner said.

“But other stations usually don’t.” 

Stations could potentially lose 
money from other advertisers when 
their commercials are placed between 
political broadcasts. 

“There will be people who don’t 
want their commercial shown during 
a political debate,” Garner said. “But 
some don’t care either.” 

KTVX< tries to reschedule commer- 
cials when that happens, Garner said. 


Even when given access to the air- — 


waves or to the TV screen, candidates 
should carefully choose where they 
advertise, station workers say. 


“In a lot of respects, when you’re | 


talking on news. stations, you’re 
preaching to the converted,” said Bill 
Allred, a morning announcer on 
KXRK X-96. 

Candidates should advertise on 
more music stations, Allred said, 
because young voters can make a dif- 
ference to a campaign. 

“There’s a great block of potential 
voters out there,’ Allred said. “If you 
could get the younger vote, you 
would win. Political candidates tend 
to put money on where it’s safe — on 
older stations.”
